Continuing my journey on the Ap­ 
palachian Scenic Highway, over good 
hard surfaced roads, I rolled merrily 
along. 
The countryside is beautiful 
at any time of the year and I found 
keen delight pushing on and on into 
the Shenandoah Valley. 
Almost before I realized it, I was 
approaching Natural Bridge, one of 
the most beautiful and inspiring nat­ 
ural wonder* of the world. 
I rode 
over this huge span without knowing 
it. 
Down a well graded hill to the 
Natural Bridge hotel. 
Through the 
toll-house 
and 
then 
a short walk 
through a beautiful and picturesque 
woodland to the bridge. 
Height Awe Inspiring 
The bridge 
overlooks 'the James 
river valley, 
being 
on the western 
slope of the Blue Ridge mountains. It 
approaches Niagara Falls in grandeur 
and exceeds it in height and mystery. 
It is a single block of limestone, with 
many shades of color, wide enough to 
span Broadway and high enough to 
throw in chadow* the turrets of Trin­ 
ity church. Underneath, humans look 
like midgets and 
trees fade almost 
into bushes. 
From the toll-house, the decline fol­ 
lows a tumbling cascade, down a deep 
fissure in the mountain, under some 
of the largest arborvitae trees in the 
world and turning dowm a line of steps 
cuts in the precipice. 
Suddenly one 
finds himself near a swift stream in a 
dark canyon and the great bridge far 
above him. 
The bridge connects two of the five 
round-top mountains in the Valley of 
Virginia. 
The attractiveness and the mystify­ 
ing grandeur of 
the 
bridge 
hold 
a legend of Washington's time. 
He 
visited it when a surveyor for Lord 
Fairfax.

Virginia General in 1867, still stands. 
It is visited by thousands each year. 
His office in the chapel, when he as­

versity, still stands, untouched. 
From Lexington into Staunton is a 
short, snappy run, over good roads 
through rolling country. 
Staunton is one of the old cities of 
Virginia, now pleased with a popula­ 
tion of 12,000. While the Appalachian 
Scenic Highway, traversing the old 
Lee Highway, is the principal motor 
route into Staunton, other trails and 
roads serve as feeders, to furnish a 
thriving tourist influx each year.
